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SUPERINTENDENT'S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Wentworth School Board: 


This is my eleventh and final report as Superintendent 
of Schools in Wentworth. The report will be brief and will 
discuss only those matters which should be brought to the 
attention of Wentworth people at this time. 


Three years ago when the addition was built on the Vil- 
lage School, there were more pupils in Wentworth than 
could be taken care of in the two existing rooms. We now 
have a pupil registration which has dropped to a point where 
two teachers can again take care of all of our pupils. When 
our schools opened in September, Mrs. Corbett in grades 1- 
3 had 15 children. Mrs. Jewell in grades 4-5 had 18 and Mr. 
Marston in grades 6-8 had 14. A September registration of 
47 pupils does not warrant the employment of three teach- 
ers. Incidentally, registration at the time this report is writ- 
ten is less than it was in September. Because of this situa- 
tion, budget recommendations for the year 1954-55 need 
make provisions for two teachers only. 


The wide fluctuation in school membership over the last 
four years duplicates in Wentworth the experience that oth- 
er communities have often had. Changes in industry and 
employment opportunity brought wide fluctuations which 
may or may not be more than temporary. However, when 
and if school membership again approaches the 75 to 80 
number, Wentworth will have ample classroom space _ al- 
ready provided. 


The School Board very wisely decided to use some of our 
unexpended balance at the end of the last school year to 
purchase new school furniture. It will be wise to continue 
the plan of furniture replacement as money is available un- 
til all of the old desks and chairs have been eliminated. There 
can be no question about the effect pleasant and attractive 
school surroundings have on the attitude and spirit of chil- 
dren. 

The textbook changes that are now underway should be 
continued until all instructional material is brought up to 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT (Continued) 


date. New editions of all reading material have been used 
this year in grade 1 and that will be continued through 
grade 2 next September. New spelling has been used in 
grades 2 through 5 and will be extended through 6-7, as of 
September. The introduction of a program of unified soc- 
ial studies will be completed throughout all grades as of 
nextt September. The next textbook change should be in 
English in order to bring that series up to date. 


The interest and cooperation of School Board members 
and people of Wentworth are very much appreciated. Went- 
worth teachers are to be commended for their painstaking 
work at all times.

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*EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S 
SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953, requires that 
school district annual reports show the total amount paid 
to the superintendent as per the following quotation: 

“Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, which report shall 
show in detail the amount derived from the per capita 
tax and the amount paid directly by each school dis- 
trict in the union.” 

One-half of supervisory union expenses is pro-rated 
among the several school districts of the union on the 
basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is pro-rated on the 
basis of average daily membership in the schools for the 
previous school year, ending on June 30. For the school 
year 1952-53, the superintendent in Union No. 48 re- 
ceived a salary of $5350 which was made up as follows: 
$2275 paid from the per capita tax, and $3075 pro-rated 
among the several school districts. An allowance of 
$750 for travel within the union was also pro-rated as 
stated above. 

The tabulation below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.

As 
one has said, “To cure is the voice of the past; to prevent, 
the divine whisper of today.” 


I thank the School Board, Superintendent, teachers, pu- 
pils, and parents for their kind help during the past year.
